DIPLOMATIC DlSAI'rOlNT.MKNT 
Apologists have been busy lately minimiz- 
ing failure of our military operations In Italy. 
They have 'told us that by freeing the Medi- 
terranean, by tying up several of the enemy's 
crflck dlvlBlons, by securing the Foggla alr- 
Ilclds we have achieved the main purposes ot 
an essentially holding operation. 

All this may be so. but one thing Is certain: 
the Italian campaign has been a major diplo- 
matic disappointment. That was Implicit In 
Secretary of State Hull's latest foreign policy 
statement. 

■ ■"Wchad hoped," he said, "that before this 
enough of Italy would have been treed so that 
we might have had at least a preliminary ex- 
pression of that will (of the Italian people lor 
a free government). Events have not pro- 
gressed according to our hopes." 

These hopes would seem to merit some Im- 
portance In Italian operations. There were 
other logical points for an Invasion of south- 
cm Europe besides Italy — Yugoslavia, with 
active patriot armies to assist us, or southern 
France, closer to Ocrmany and less strongly 
defended. The conclusion Is that an clement 
of prestige, at least, went into plans for the 
Italian invasion. 

Surely a decisive defeat of the German de- 
fenders of Italy and a rapid advance on 
Rome .would have had a tremendous effect. 
It would have given the Balkans a double 
dose of the shakes to see the Russians ad- 
vancing' from one direction and the Anglo- 
Americans from another. 

'Any argument that military and diplomatic 
considerations are separate Is contradicted 
at least twice In Mr. Hull's speech. He stated 
that those chiefly responsible for the mili- 
tary situation In Italy thought that that sit- 
uation would be "prejudiced" by Imposing the 
reconstruction of democratic government 
there. 

In other words, military considerations 
governed a diplomatic decision. 

Mr. Hull also assigned the military- a fu- 
ture diplomatic role In France by saying that 
■"we are disposed to see the French Commit- 
tee of National Liberation exercise leadership 
to establish law and order under the super-, 
vision of the allied commander-in-chief," - 

If the Italian stalemate were an unavoid- 
able setback, these observations would be In 
bad. taste. But when we read. In a dispatch 
from the Cosslno front by James Roper ot the 
United Press, that the first American attempt 
to take Casslno In February was made by 38 
men and two tanks, we have a right to ques- 
tion the unavoldablllty. 

Future events may prove that the Italian 
campaign Ilts Into a pattern more logical 
than the one now visible. Until then, Anilo 
and CoASlno stiU appear to be two'untoilun- 
ate stopptns places- on the military and dip- 
lomatic road to peace. . '
